In other words, not more than one-quarter of the female popula­ 
tion of America seems to be 
empl-yed outside the home,

Millions of women, of course, are employed inside the home. 
And 
I such employment is anything but easy. 
Housework, 
child-rearing, 
home 
building la anything but a simple Job. 
It is aa strenuous as any office or 
factory employment if it be carried 
out conscientiously. 
But work inside tho home does 
yield one big advantage over the 
regulated schedule of work outside. 
The advantage is that the woman 
is more or le>ss her own boss and can, 
with thought and planning, allow 
herself a certain amount of leisure 
during the day. 
B ut do such women who can plan 
for leisure or who, because of wealth 
are not compelled to work inside the 
home, do they make the best use of 
their opportunities? 
We are inclined to believe that 
thej^-do not. 
One constantly sees 
women frittering away their time, 
wasting It, with practically no worth­ 
while return. 
Often the chief time killers of 
women are bridge, 
t£us, 
dances, 
gossip, 
self-admiration 
before 
the 
mirror, dressing and shopping. There 
hic women, indeed, who do nothing 
more important than that day in and 
day out throughout their entire lives. 
It is astonishing, for instance, 
how many women never read a 
newspaper. 
Only a comparatively small per­ 
centage of women read books. Few 
ere interested in vital questions of 
tho day. 
Many know how to sew, 
embroider, and do millinery, but they 
prefer to loll around the house won­ 
dering what they might do to amuse 
themselves. 
Is it any wonder, then, that so 
many women are dissatisfied and dis- 
content? 
Should we really marvel 
that the women with the most leisure 
are really the worst off? 
If leisure 
is thus dissipated to unproductive 
ends it acts invariably like a boom­ 
erang and the greater the amount on 
hand the more devastating the re­ 
sults. 
W hat women need is more com­ 
mon sense mixed with their play 
time. 
Leisure can be made con­ 
structive and stimulating the same 
as work. 
It should be considered a 
blessing and should be conserved.

Filling the Cookie Jar. 
DEPINO the cookie Jar filled 
is quite a task where there 
are Iota of children and neigh­ 
bors. 
Careful baking means much 
In the success of cookie making—a 
steady even oven not too hot, un eye 
on the clock, and in most cases 
thoroughly buttered pans. 
Lemon Cookies. 
Beat the yolks of six eggs and a 
email cupful of butter to a cream. 
Add slowly three cupfuls of sugar 
and a teaspoonful of lemon flavor­ 
ing. 
Beat well. 
Then fold in the 
stiffly beaten whites of the eggs and 
Just enough sifted flour to make a 
soft dough. 
Roll out thin on a 
floured board and cut in desired 
shapes; then bake in a buttered pun 
in a quick oven. 
As soon as the 
cookies are taken from the oven, 
dust them with a little granulated 
sugar. 
Company Jumbles. 
These are rather too rich for every­ 
day use but nice for company. Beat 
to a cream a pound of butter and a 
half pound of sugar. W hen creamed, 
add four lseaten fresh eggs and a 
tablespoonful of rose flavoring. Add 
a gratin ; of nutmeg and gradually 
sift in three-quarters of a pound of 
flour, beating web. I.ay a paper on 
th* baking sheet and dust it with 
sugar. 
Roll the dough thin and cut 
the jumbles with a round cutter hav­ 
ing a small circular center which 
will cut like doughnuts. Lay on the 
sugared paper and hake In a moder­ 
ate oven a delicate brown. 
When 
done dust with powdered sugar. 
Dainty Molasses W afers. 
Put Into a saucepan a cupful of 
molasses and a cupful each of butter 
and sugar. 
Bring to bolling point 
and boil one minute. 
Remove from 
the fire and cool slight?? then add a 
cupful of sifted flour and a heap­ 
ing teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Drop by the spoonful onto a buttered 
baking sheet. 
Bake in a hot oven 
ten minutes, cool slightly In the pan 
mid lift with a Hjiatula to a dish. 
They break easily when hot. 
Chinese Almond Cookies. 
Blanch a half cupful of almonds; 
then with a sharp knife cut in strips 
and dry them off. Cream together a 
quarter cupful each of butter and 
sugar. When blended add one beaten 
egg, a half teaspoonful of almond 
flavoring and sift in gradually one 
cupful of rice flour, 
Roll out thin 
on a board sprinkled well with rice 
flour. Cut In small rounds and lift 
to a buttered pan with a spatula 
press into each some of the almond 
strips, then bake 
brown In a hot ov 
iLuuty for tea parties.

Go o d M an n ers o n th e Ro ad . 
In England people have organized a movem ent 
to promote good manners among automobile drivers. 
They call it a Road Fellowship League. The idea is 
to induce people to behave themselves with sense 
and consideration. A code for correct and courteous 
behavior is to be adopted. 
This sug g ests an approach to the problem of 
proper automobile driving that should be effective 
in this country . Up to now we have depended prin­ 
cipally upon the m ethods of the law to restrain reck­ 
less driving. But frequently the law is not the m ost 
effecive w ay of reg ulating human conduct. 
If y ou made a law that women should not wear 
short skirts, the chances are 100 to 1 that it would 
be disregarded. But if all the leading women began 
to wear long dresses, then within six months prac­ 
tically all the women would be wearing them. That 
show's that if it can be made the fashionable thing 
to act in a certain way , people will hasten to do so. 
N ow if that principal could only be applied to auto­ 
mobile operation, it should be effective. If people who 
drive through the streets in a discourteous manner 
could realize that their actions were w'atched, and 
that they were g etting in bad in their home towns 
they would avoid display s of bad manners. 
When people g et into an automobile they often 
feel that those wrho see them drive do not know w'ho 
they are, consequently they can do as they like. So 
m any drivers will act differently when they go 
through a straig ht place, from what they will rig ht 
around home where they are knowm. We need to 
cultivate public sentim ent to act in a reckless and 
discourteous manner, and which will condemn those 
who are rig htfully complained of for violation of 
autom obile reg ulations. 


Au to m o b ile Sp eed Limits. 
A good m any people interested in automobiles be­ 
lieve the tim e will com e before long wiien all leg ally 
fix ed lim its for autom obile speeds will be abolished 
They think that it is impossible for the law to fix 
any speed as the m ax imum for safety , and they 
remark that it m ay be perfectly safe for a driver 
to g o 60 m iles an hour in some locations w'here in 
cong ested districts 20 m iles would be safe. 
Public sentim ent has changed on this question. 
For some tim e speeds of 25 miles an hour and more 
were com m only thoug ht dangerous. But as tim e went 
on, autom obiles were driven faster and people g ot 
used to speed, until now a large part of the cars are 
driven at rates that w'ould once have been thought 
a menace. 


It is claim ed that to establish a max imum lim it of 
25, 40 or even more m iles an hour, means that m any 
people will constantly violate the law which m akes 
enforcem ent difficult, and that it would be better o 
m ake he leg al speed depend upon the conditions ex ­ 
isting at the particular place and time. 
A driver m ay have the rig ht to take his own risks, 
where only he him self is involved. But w-here his 
fast driving endang ers passeng ers in his car, there 
the law can properly restrain him. People m ay claim 
that rapid driving is perfectly safe, but m any fast 
drivers come to g rief and they run into cars driven 
by careful drivers. It is unfortunate to have a lot 
of law's on the statute books that are only half en­ 
forced, and it is also a terrible tragedy that all these 
autom obile accidents are occurring without any w'ay 
in sig ht to stop them.

Good Manners on the Road. 
In England people have organized a movement 
to promote good manners among automobile drivers. 
They call it a Road Fellowship League. The idea is 
to induce people to behave themselves with sense 
and consideration. A code for correct and courteous 
behavior is to be adopted. 
This suggests an approach to the problem of 
proper automobile driving th at should be effective 
In this country. Up to now we have depended prin­ 
cipally upon the methods of the law to restrain reck­ 
less driving. But frequently the law is not the most 
effecive way of regulating human conduct. 
If you made a law th at women should not wear 
short skirts, the chances are IOO to I th at it would 
be disregarded. But if all the leading women began 
to wear long dresses, then within six m onths prac­ 
tically all the women would be wearing them. That 
•hows that if it can be made the fashionable thing 
to act in a certain way, people will hasten to do so. 
Now if that principal could only be applied to auto­ 
mobile operation, it should be effective. If people who 
drive through the streets in a discourteous m anner 
could realize that their actions were watched, and 
that they were getting in bad in their home towns, 
they would avoid displays of bad manners. 
When people get into an automobile they often 
feel that those who see them drive do not know who 
they are, consequently they can do as they like. So 
many drivers will act differently when they go 
through a straight place, from what they will right 
around home where they are known. We need to 
cultivate public sentim ent to act in a reckless and 
discourteous manner, and which will condemn those 
who are rightfully complained of for violation of 
automobile regulations.

A good many people interested in automobiles be 
lieve the time will come before long when all legally 
fixed limits fo r -automobile speeds will be abolished. 
They think that it is impossible for the law to fix 
any speed as the maximum for safety, and they 
remark that it may be perfectly safe for a driver 
to go 60 miles an hour in some locations where in 
congested districts 20 miles would be safe. 
Public sentiment has changed on this question. 
For some time speeds of 25 miles an hour and more 
were commonly thought dangerous. But as time went 
on, automobiles were driven faster and people got 
used to speed, until now a large part of the cars are 
driven at rates th at would once have been thought 
a menace. 
It is claimed that to establish a maximum lim it of 
25, 40 or even more railes an hour, means that many 
people will constantly violate the law which m akes 
enforcement difficult, and that it would be better o 
make he legal speed depend upon the conditions ex 
lsting at the particular place and time. 
A driver may have the right to take his own risks, 
where only he himself is involved. But where his 
fast driving endangers passengers in his car, there 
the law can properly restrain him. People m ay claim 
that rapid driving is perfectly safe, but m any fast 
drivers come to grief and they run into cars driven 
by careful drivers. It is unfortunate to have a lot 
of laws on the statute books that are only half en­ 
forced, and it is also a terrible tragedy that all these 
automobile accidents are occurring without any way 
in sight to stop them.

Price Period of Price 
Cycle, Say Experts. 


Hog prices will remain low un­ 
til next fall or winter, in the opin­ 
ion of agricultural economics' on 
the staff of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, in con­ 
nection with a general forecast of 
agricultural prospects for 1928. 
“The swine industry,’' says the 
forecast,” is passing through the 
low period of a hog price cycle as 
a result of expansion on produc­ 
tion, stimulated by the high hog 
prices and the favorable relation 
between corn and hog prices pre­ 
vailing in 1925 and 1926. With an 
increase of 6 to 8 per cent in pigs 
raised in 1927 over those raised in 
1926, no reduction in seasonal hog 
supples for slaughter is indicated 
until next fall and winter. 
“While some 
improvement in 
domestic 
demand for hog pro­ 
ducts is anticipated, 
information 
regarding European hog produc­ 
tion indicates that export demand 
during the greater part of 1928, 
will be even lower than in 1927. 
With supply and demand condi­ 
tions as indicated, no material 
change in hog prices other than 
average 
seasonal 
fluctuations, 
seems likely until 
next fall and 
winter when market supplies prob­ 
ably will be affected by curtailed 
production 
resulting 
from 
the 
present 
unsatisfactory price sit­ 
uation.”
